Which List Would a Minister Choose? 


Most ministers consider list number one to 
be of primary importance. Many of them could 
add to it. They’ve spent years of preparation 
developing skills in these areas. Despite these 
facts, the results of a survey of Practical Prob- 
lems of Ministers, conducted last year by 
Ministers Life and Casualty Union, prove that 
too many of them are overburdened by re- 
sponsibilities from list number two. 

63% of the ministers interviewed felt that 
administrative work was taking too much of 
their time. 32% considered their staff’s capa- 
bilities were a problem. 51% reported that their 
staffs were too small. And, 49% found their 
office equipment to be inadequate and outdated. 

As a result of these inadequacies, 47% were 
finding too little time left for study and prayer. 
62% reported too little time for leisure. 


These are significant facts. 

They indicate a problem that is becoming all 
too prevalent in today’s churches. Dr. Seward 
Hiltner, Professor of Theology and Personality 
at Princeton Theological Seminary, told a 1962 
conference on evangelism that ministers were 


sometimes expected to act “like hired hands or 
errand boys” because ministers and people had 
not developed proper understanding of the 
functions of the minister, and of the people’s 
obligation to give him freedom to perform 
those functions. 


What can be done about it? 

Dr. Hiltner suggests one solution: “The most 
important aspects of administration involve 
joint cooperation of minister and groups of 
people in getting things done.’ Sometimes staffs 
should be enlarged, trained, or paid better. 
Sometimes laymen themselves can help by 
assuming proper responsibilities. The minister’s 
vocation is to help other Christians to assume 
their proper vocations. Real cooperation may 
require both new understanding and new equip- 
ment. 

Some of our churches have grown to the 
point where it is wise to hire a business manager 
to take over administrative functions; others 
could consider additional part-time or full-time 
help. The growth of yourchurch—both spiritual 
and physical—may well depend on it.

EXECUTIVE COUNCIL: the Executive Council acts for the Lutheran Church in America in the interim 
between its biennial conventions as the church’s review and coordinating agency. The Executive Council con- 
sists of the three officers of the church together with 15 ministerial and 15 lay members. It also supervises 
and coordinates the work of seven commissions and the church foundation. 


MEMBERSHIP: saptized members (1963) 3,201,438; pastors, 6,842; congregations, 6,200; valuation 
of church property (combined assets) $1,004,860,202. 


BUDGETS: 1963-$28,479,178 (church grant, $24,163,200); 1964-$30,162,154 (church grant, $25,768,700). 
Includes Lutheran World Action.

COMMISSION ON CHURCH ARCHITECTURE 


Purpose of this commission is to help congregations and church-related institutions and agencies which 
are confronted with any kind of building problem to accomplish all the preliminary work that must 
precede architectural studies and fund raising. The real work of the commission is to help congregations 
with building problems —see them and solve them in the perspective of the meaning and life of the 
== church, relying mainly on direct consultative methods by mail, individual conferences and visits.

LUTHERAN CHURCH MEN 


Phe Executive Board of Lutheran Church Men seeks to mobilize through the LCM the power and enthusiasm 
of the men of the church. The specific task of the LCM is to harness this manpower potential to the on- 
going program of Christ and His Church through the dedicated and consecrated service of men in every 
local congregation. The program of the LCM is deeply involved with mission and men in the LCA which, 
in turn, has four salient facets, namely, Christian vocation and social ministry, evangelism, stewardship 
and boys’ work. The purposes are mutual expression of Christian living, cultivation of the spiritual life 
and of evangelical attitudes and motives, development of a sense of Christian vocation, providing a 
vehicle for the expression of individual Christian responsibility, education in the life and work of the 
Church, and in particular of the Lutheran Church in America, opening up avenues of service and fellow- 
ship and stimulation of Christian living in home and community. 








BOARD OF PUBLICATION 


e Board of Publication is the publishing agency of the church. The purpose of the board is the propaga- 
tion of the Gospel and the edification of Christian believers through the printed word and allied activities. 
In conjunction with the Commission on Church Papers it publishes the church’s bi-weekly periodical, “The 
Lutheran.” The board prints a series of general religious books under the imprint of “Fortress Press,” 
the church’s book publishing house, and operates more than a dozen retail stores across the country. 


It also prints LCA parish education materials under the name Lutheran Church Press. 
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COMMITTEE ON THE MILITARY CHAPLAINCY 


is; Committee cooperates with the Bureau of Service to Military Personnel of the National Lutheran 

Council. Its primary function is to aid the church’s president in processing applications of ministers who 
apply to serve as chaplains in the armed forces of the United States. Each of the committee’s five mem- 
bers maintains contact with one-fifth of the denomination’s 125 chaplains on extended active duty. In 
addition there are 160 LCA pastors who are reserve chaplains not on extended active duty. Fifteen LCA 
clergymen are chaplains in the Veterans Administration and federal prison system. 
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COMMISSION ON EVANGELISM 


Purpose of this commission is to give leadership to the Church in evangelism and to assist the synods in 
‘~eeemmequickening congregational evangelism. The commission conducts research, engages in pilot projects and 
prepares suggestions and materials to assist in deepening the spiritual life of congregations, reawakening 
the spiritually indifferent, studying the congregation in the context of its surrounding community and 
witnessing to persons outside the fellowship of the Church. Through its directors assigned to field service 
it helps synod evangelism committees conduct: 1) training schools for resource leaders and congregational 


evangelism chairmen, 2) Lutheran evangelism missions, 3) evangelism self-studies and workshops, 4) de- 
votional retreats, and 5) experimental projects in congregations or with groups of congregations. 


LUTHER LEAGUE 





~_. Fhe Luther League is the official youth auxiliary of the Lutheran Church in America. An executive com- 
mittee consisting of a president, secretary, treasurer, and 17 members-at-large carry out the directives 
of the league’s annual working conventions. Thirty synodical units exist as geographical branches. These 
units will promote the program of the league within their respective areas. They will hold annual working 
conventions. They will also name delegates from registered congregational leagues to the church-wide 
league conventions. Embracing youth within the ages of 12 to 25 inclusive, the league represents a

©) Piutheran Church in America Foundation is the bequests and special gifts agency for the church. lts purpose 
‘is to provide added financial strength for Christian work. Any LCA board, agency, institution, synod or 
‘congregation may be named to benefit from a Foundation-directed gift or bequest. To that end, the 
Foundation offers information and counsel as to the practical and spiritual importance of every adult 
church member having a will. In addition, the Foundation gives opportunity for individuals to make con- 
tributions (in the amount of $500 or more) for the church’s work under plans in which life income is 
retained, first to the donor and thereafter, if desired, to one other person. LCA Foundation is currently 
administering annuity reserves, trust accounts and memorial funds approximating $1,500,000. 


-§ NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The Lutheran Church in America is one of two participating bodies in the National Lutheran Council. 
The other is the American Lutheran Church. The Council serves as an agency of this church through its 
Divisions of American Missions, Public Relations, Welfare, Lutheran World Federation Affairs and College 
and University Work and the Lutheran Service Commission and Bureau of Service to Military Personnel. 
Included in the ministries of the National Lutheran Council are Lutheran World Action, Lutheran World 
Relief, Inc., and the Lutheran Immigration Service. 
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BOARD OF COLLEGE EDUCATION 


© AND CHURCH VOCATIONS 
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This board concentrates on three areas: colleges, church vocations, and deaconess work. In behalf of the 
church’s educational mission the board cooperates with the synods and seeks to strengthen the program 
of the 25 institutions of higher learning for which the LCA bears or shares responsibility. The board is 
empowered to make recommendations, set standards, conduct studies, provide counsel, and grant supple- 
mentary aid to institutions and individuals; the latter through the LCA Education Fund. For full-time workers 
in church occupations the board helps synods to enlist qualified persons. Its student field service program 
enables young men and women to gain valuable experience in helping others as well as in discovering 
themselves. Its lay-workers vocational service assists such persons, who seek employment in a church 
agency, to find an appropriate place. The board maintains and fosters deaconess work in the church by 
recruiting, training, supervising and providing temporal care of deaconesses. The School of Church 
Workers, Baltimore, currently serves the deaconesses centers in Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Omaha, and 
prepares young women for full-time work in parishes and agencies.

From Alaska to Puerto Rico, from Newfoundland to Hawaii, in every state of the United States and every 
province of Canada, in the heart of the city and at the crossroads in the country, at the military base, by 
the college and university campus, in tourist centers and retirement villages, in the suburb and out 
on the frontier your church is there through the Board of American Missions. 





COMMISSION ON YOUTH ACTIVITIES 


QoS This commission, named by and responsible to the Executive Council, guides and correlates the total 
\—/ youth program of the church, including activities beyond the scope of the Luther League. Counterpart 
youth committees in each synod have also been formed. The commission serves older youth and young 
adults, trains youth leaders, sponsors church-wide youth conferences, explores new areas in youth work, 
supervises inter-Lutheran and ecumenical youth work relationships, acts as liaison in behalf of the church 
with the Luther League, prepares materials for Luther League hours at church camps, helps to prepare 
youth for the experience of military service, assists in extending the league into every congregation, and 
maintains contacts with non-church youth movements. The staff of the commission also serves as the 
staff of the Luther League.

BOARD OF PARISH EDUCATION 


Preparing church school curriculum materials and guiding congregations in the development of effective 
programs of Christian education are the primary responsibilities of the Board of Parish Education. A 

\ completely new curriculum for Christian education will be introduced in 1964, offering resources for 
a variety of educational opportunities for persons of every age. More than eight years in the making the 
LCA Parish Education Curriculum will provide Christian education materials for more than one million 
Sunday church school pupils, plus those enrolled in weekday church schools and confirmation instruction, 
vacation church schools, adult weekday Christian education, a Christian family education program, church 
camps and leadership training programs. The board also provides research, field and guidance services 
designed to develop leadership, stimulate participation and guide effective use of these materials in the 
more than 6,200 Lutheran Church in America congregations. Church school hymnals, audio visual aids, 
guidance manuals and leaflets for church school leaders, and Resource, a monthly parish education maga- 
zine, are among the additional helps which the board provides for Christian education leaders.

tina, India, British Guiana, Uruguay, Chile, Tanganyika, Japan, Taiwan, Hongkong, North Borneo and Malaya. 
Nearly 400,000 baptized members of sister churches are served by 525 board missionaries and approxi- 
mately 5,000 national pastors and workers. Currently, 38 students from Africa and Asia are being granted 
assistance in securing advanced education outside their own countries to prepare them for service In 
their own countries. Overseas institutions developed by the board—or its predecessor boards—number

The fund has 
invested more than $15,000,000 for its shareholders, and has paid dividends in excess of $2,250,000. 






LUTHERAN LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT 


OF Ea <The’ Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship is a fellowship of 2500 laymen specially dedicated to 

Advancing the cause of Christian stewardship. It functions as a working arm of the church's Commission 
on Stewardship, reaching out to the more than 6,200 congregations of the Lutheran Church in America 
with stewardship helps in the way of printed materials, program helps, audio-visual aids, and personal 
consultation. It also sponsors a capital fund raising service on a non-profit basis which has helped con- 
gregations to realize more than $30,000,000 for necessary expansion. Always seeking larger ways to serve 
the church, the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement is presently planning “Stewardship of Life” Conferences 
to be held in every section of the country, designed to relate man’s faith to man’s daily way of living. 
Through membership contributions ranging from $100 to $1,000 a year and more, the Lutheran Laymens 
Movement is enabled to underwrite a substantial portion of the total stewardship program of the Church. 
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COMMISSION ON WORSHIP 


\ rship is the peculiar activity of the church. In that gathering of people we call the congregation, man 


REJoIchst with his brothers is met by God, and in that same setting man responds to God in grateful thanks- 
giving and dedication. In sermon and lesson, sacrament and sacrifice, through prayer, psalm and hymn 
the exchange of word and action we call worship goes on in the church. To enrich this worship but not to 
embroider it, to interpret but not to rationalize it, to engender a deep constant love for and genuine 
participation in this corporate action of the people of God is the responsibility of the Commission on 
Worship. To this end the commission is responsible for 1) preparation of forms and manuals of devotion, 
2) approval of worship materials bearing the imprint of the church, its boards, commissions and auxiliaries, 
and 3) providing counsel and guidance in all matters that pertain to worship. The commission, through 
conference and writing, assists the synods of the church in cultivating in the congregations an apprecia- 
tion of good liturgical practice, hymnody and church music and it represents the LCA in, and cooperates 
with, the Committee on the Liturgy and Hymnal, the custodian of the Service Book and Hymnal. 


BOARD OF PENSIONS 


“Within the limit of the resources made available to it, the purpose of the Board of Pensions is to provide 
the best possible medical, disability, retirement, and survivor benefit coverage for eligible ministers, 
missionaries, deaconesses, lay employees, and dependents of participants. The implementation of this 
purpose involves four basic functions which are as follows: (1) to explain the desirability and advantages 
of securing and maintaining coverage in the benefit plans for (a) participants, (b) indivdiuals eligible for 
membership, and (c) other members of the Church; (2) to enroll ministers, missionaries, deaconesses, 
lay employees, and dependents of participants in the benefit plans for which they are eligible; (3) to 
collect, disburse and account for funds entrusted to the board by participants of the benefit plans, the 
Church, congregations and other employing organizations; and (4) to invest at the highest yield available 
consonant with safety the funds held for the payment of future benefits. 






SK BOARD OF SOCIAL MINISTRY 


e constitution of the Board of Social Ministry states: “The object of this board shall be to inquire 
into the nature and proper obedience of the church’s ministry within the structures of social life’... 
devoting itself in particular to those aspects of the church's ministry in which individual and social 
needs are met as an expression of Christian responsibility for love and justice.” In accord with this 
object, the board engages in a variety of activities and programs including: 180 agencies and institutions 
serving children, aged, families; chaplaincy programs for persons in institutions; special ministries to 
physically and mentally handicapped; study and education in race relations, delinquency and crime, marriage 
and family, church-state relations, international affairs, economic matters; regular conferences for lay 
people in occupational groups. Printed materials are prepared and distributed to support this program. 


COMMISSION ON STEWARDSHIP 


My SERN the primary pervasive purpose of the Commission on Stewardship is to lead the members of the congre- 
gations of the Lutheran Church in America to practice their Christian faith in all of life. Specifically, 
encouragement is given to Christian sharing of means through offerings to further the ministry and the 
mission of the church. In developing the basic stewardship program and procedures of the church, the 
commission is closely allied with the committees on stewardship in the synods and in the congregations. 
The necessary teamwork of pastors and lay members is aided by means of staff field services, develop- 
ment programs and educational media. The commission is assisted in its program by the Lutheran 
Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship, a voluntary fellowship of individuals devoted to the cultivation of 
Christian ideals of stewardship and to the evocation of a worthy response in the church. An additional 
effective arm of the work is the capital funds service which aids congregations, synods and institutions 
in realizing fund raising objectives.

They have accepted the 
responsibilities of Church membership—which may 
be summarized in this manner: 


To have private and family devotions. 

To worship regularly with the congregation. 
To commune at the Lord’s Table. 

To serve their neighbor in Christ’s love. 

To witness to the gospel in their daily living. 


To share themselves and their possessions as God 
has blessed them, in order to obey Christ’s 
command to make disciples. 


To support the work of the congregation, synod 
and church. 


All Christians are expected to grow in their Chris- 
tian faith. No one really feels they have attained 
Christian maturity; therefore, every family presents 
a place of growth and development in their Christian 
life. Those visited and those calling are all dependent 
upon God for their growth and development. With 
this understanding we can appreciate our mutual 
responsibility to encourage, to guide and to love. 


Most members want to be accepted and helped. 
On the one hand, many have a very meager under- 
standing, if any at all, of the church and her purpose. 
Many have not really been confronted with the claims 
of Christ. They feel entirely independent and self- 
sufficient. The Church is merely a “religious club” 
which is the accepted pattern for this time. 


On the other hand, there are those families who 
know to Whom they belong and are dependent upon 
the grace of God for all they are and hope to become 
They humbly and eagerly tell, and serve, and grow 
in their faith and love. 


You will find both kinds and others in varying de- 
grees between. But all, including ourselves, have the 
God-given capacity to grow. Our opportunity as 
Visitors is to challenge, encourage, and help them. 


THE VISITOR 


Your Attitude 


The visitor's attitude should be one of genuine 
love and helpfulness. The friendliness one shows 
and the information and enthusiasm that is shared 
will fortify and strengthen the active members in 
keeping up their good work in Jesus Christ. The 
visitor needs to remember that Christian giving is a 
God-given grace; that we are all alike in our tendency 
toward selfishness and covetousness. It is the Holy 
Spirit working through God's Word and through your 
Christian evidence that changes men’s hearts. Only 
the grace of God changes us so that we want to give. 
Our task as visitors is to bring the challenge, to be- 
come the crisis or occasion for deciding. 


Your Preparation 


Guidance and power come from God, the Holy 
Spirit. You can count on Him to assist you and 
to use you. 


1. Prepare with and through prayer. 


2. Attend all training sessions. Take part in the 
discussions. 


3. Study and know the materials that you will use, 
especially the controlled visual presentation. 
This should be practiced together with your 
teammate and presented to one another before 
making any calls. 


4. Know the program and work of your church. 


Make your commitment first. Unless you have 
stepped out in faith, it will be difficult to help 
someone else to understand Christian giving. 


or 


6. Participate in the commissioning service on 
Commitment Sunday. 

Pray for your fellow members by name, especial- 
ly the families you will visit. 

8. Plan each call carefully. No two calls are alike.

g. Know all you can about the family on whom you 
will call. Know their church interests, their oc- 
cupations and hobbies if at all possible. Be sure 
to have their name and its pronunciation correct. 


10. Know beforehand which member of your team 
will make the presentation in the home. 


Making the Call 


Approach each call confidently. You are about the 
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Lord’s work. Pray before making each call. The 
Lord is with you. 


The best time to make your call is as early as pos- 
sible on Sunday afternoon. It becomes increasingly 
difficult after Sunday evening and on into Monday 
and Tuesday. 


At the door say, “How do you do, Mr. -———— ‘ 
my name is Jim Taylor. This is George Smith. We 
have come to talk about our church. May we come 
in?” If you know the persons well, the approach may 
be more informal, but be sure to get in to tell your 
story. Don’t tell it at the door. : 


Getting acquainted—people like attention 


They like to be called by their correct names. They 
like to have their children mentioned. Men like to 
talk about their business. Their date of church mem- 
bership is of interest. A good way to open the con- 
versation (and help bring our records up to date) is 
to ask if such information is correct and complete. 
(Be sure and note any new information.) People like 
to be appreciated. Where the facts appear to justify, 
express a word of appreciation for any special interest 
in the church. So spend a few minutes getting to 
know the family, their background, occupation, hob- 
bies, children and their interests, how long in this 
congregation. Be alert to their enthusiastic remarks 
about certain phases of the parish work, and also to 
possible questions or doubts. 


Telling the Story 


You have come to talk about your church and your 
Lord. Talk to every member of the family. Unless 
the youth are calling upon the youth, include the 
young people in your presentation. Be sure to have 
both husband and wife in attendance.. Do not make 
your presentation if only one of the family is present 
Invariably they will ask you to return because they 
would like to have the husband or wife hear it or they 
will want to discuss it with them. 


There are many suggestions as to where to make 
your presentation. After getting acquainted, suggest 
that the family gather around a table. This makes 
for informality, breaks any stiffness which may have 
developed and tends to put people at their ease. 


Be sure to use your controlled visual presentation. 
The purpose of the visual presentation is to provide 
the caller with an aid which will help him tell the 
story effectively and keep control of the presentation. 


Read slowly and distinctly. Read with ease. When 
questions are raised say, “We may answer that in the 
course of our story. If not I will be glad to answer 
it when we are through.” It is always helpful if the 
other member of the team writes down questions so 
that you do not forget them and do come back to 
them at the close of the presentation. 








If you find that you must stop to answer some par- 
ticular question or if someone needs to answer the 
phone or you are interrupted in any way, go back to 
the beginning of the thought—usually the beginning 
of the page—and start again with your presentation. 


At the conclusion of your presentation about the 
program of the Church, allow some time for ques- 
tions. The key to what may be a point of vital interest 
is the way the family may have reacted at certain 
places in the presentation. You might even ask, “What 
part of our church’s program appeals to you the most?” 


When the questions have been explored—but not 
exhausted—present the commitment card by holding 
it in your hand. Say something to this effect— 


“Our own family experience has shown me that 
to make the right commitment for God’s work, we 
have needed to understand— 


“First—the greatness of the work for which we 
are responsible as a Christian family and as a 
Christian congregation. Secondly, what the Bible 
teaches about Christian giving. 


“We have already discussed our program as a 
congregation dedicated and growing in mission. I 
feel sure that you, like our family, would like to 
have the benefit of what God has to say about 
Christian giving.” 


Now use the easily learned section which follows 
on I Corinthians 16:2 about Christian giving. 


The New Testament speaks of percentage giving, 
“as he may prosper.” The Bible teaches that we are 
to give: I Cor. 16:2. Christian giving is a grace. 


1. Regularly—faithfully—on the first day of the week. 


2. Individually—each of you is to put something 
aside. 


3. Proportionately—God expects each one to give. 
(a) As he is able—Deut. 16:17, IL Cor. 8:12. 
(b) Right percentages—Luke 12:48. 


4. Adequately (sufficiently)—God provides enough. 
We are to give enough. II Cor. 9:8, I Cor. 
8:14, 15, Malachi 3:10. 


5. Increasingly—God wants and expects us to grow. 
(a) In giving—II Cor. 8:7. 
(b) In fruits of giving—II Cor. 9:10. 


Do not hesitate to share with the family your per- 
sonal experience in Christian giving. Do not hesitate 
to tell the percentage of income, which you give, but 
don’t use dollars and cents in talking about your own 
commitment, use percentages. You might say some- 
thing like this, “Our family has found real joy when 
we decided to give to God eight per cent of our 
income.” 
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The most telling and strategic factor in the visit in 
the home is the visitor's own personal witness and the 
evidence which he gives of Christian giving. 


Giving Guidance—lifting sights 


A question which is frequently asked is, “How 
much shall I give?” Your greatest contribution will 
be to guide the family into a more faithful giving 
experience. Most people are giving God the leftovers. 
One to two per cent of income does not represent 
Christian conviction or dependency upon God which 
requires faith in giving. Here are some suggestions 
which might help. 


When you are asked to suggest an amount: 


If the congregation has been prepared and kept 
fully informed, many individuals will expect guidance 
in making commitments. 


The Ways to Do This: 


Emphasize percentage giving. Many Christians 
find that 5%, 10% or 12% of their income is the 
right amount to set aside specifically for the Lord. 
Or one might think of it as hours out of a work 
week. 


For Example 


Use a sheet of paper or a card and with the family 
beside you at the table and looking on, illustrate 
your example this way. 


A person can think of his life in several ways, but 
for our purposes, let's say that Life is made up of 
our Time and our Abilities so 

BPN eA eae 
The employed person may translate it this way: 

Time is 40 hours of work. 
Ability is $ = his rate of pay. 
His pay check is a portion of his Life 
exchanged for money. 


Now T X A = L looks like 40 X $ = Pay check 


In determining the commitment, let’s not start with 
dollars but with the 40 hours or whatever the time 
may be. The question is, “How many of the 40 
hours do you want to dedicate to God's work? 
One hour? Two hours? Three or six hours? You 
decide what percentage or portion of your working 
life you will give to the Church.” 


Give them time to think, to ask questions. 


Obviously when the time is settled, it will be simple 
to determine their weekly commitment by multiply- 
ing the time selected by their hourly wage. Of 
course, all of life belongs to God. He will give 
other time for service and worship, but we now are 
concentrating on the hours which he exchanges for 
money and thereby is able to distribute part of his 
life to a hundred causes over many miles, to care 
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for his family and to pay bills, and to become God's 
benevolent acts. 


Note: 


For the owner of a business (the self-employed 
including the farmer) suggest they determine their 
commitment in the terms of a percentage of their 
adjusted gross income. If their business is paying 
them a wage or salary, then the first example above 
will pertain. 


Some self-employed business men, including farmers, 
are determining their commitment on a percentage 
of gross income. The percentage figure will be 
smaller, but it makes it possible for the Christian 
business man to give as income comes in without 
having to wait until the end of the year to deter- 
mine both net income and his offering. ‘This is 
particularly true of the farmer. 


Much more needs to be said, and can be said, about 
what is valid income for a Christian steward, who is 
self-employed. It should not be confused with an 
income which is legal as far as federal and state 
laws are concerned, but may not be valid in the 
terms of Christian stewardship. 


Accepting the Commitment 
1. Allow time for questions. 


2. Give the family their commitment cards and ask 
them to check to see that name and address 
are correct. 


3. Then ask them to indicate the percentage or the 
dollar commitment which they are led to make. 


4. Have an envelope to receive their card if the 
family hesitates giving it to you. 


5. Leave a folder or a leaflet about the program of 
the church or about Christian giving. 


6. Tell them about the “dedication of their commit- 
ment” at worship next Sunday, if this is done 
in your church. 


7. Explain when and how they will receive an ac- 
knowledgement from the church. 


8. Inform them about when and how they will 
receive their envelopes and how to use them. 


g. Close with a prayer. Pray the Lord’s Prayer 
together. 


Note: If the family wants to wait and think about 
their commitment, then hold the commitment card. 
Ask to call back later. 


If the family flatly refuses to sign a commitment 
card, you will of course have to honor their wishes. 
However, try to determine the reason for the refusal 
and record on the assignment card. 
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WHAT TO DO IF 


The family is split in their church membership. 
Talk to both members if you possibly can, even if 
one is a Roman Catholic. Explain that Christian 
riving is a God-given grace, a teaching of the Bible, 
something which is common to all Christians regard- 
less of the denomination. Every pastor and priest 
would be glad to have the family confronted with 
Christian giving. The first decision to be made is 
what kind of a commitment the family should make. 
The second decision is how it should be divided be- 
tween the two churches represented in this particular 
family. 


Guests may be present. Suggest that you call back 
later and set a specific hour for the call back. 


Radio or TV is on. Ask if they would mind turn- 
ing off the set for a few minutes. Or if this is ob- 
viously a favorite program and will not be lengthy, 
wait it out. If it is going to be lengthy, then call back. 


The phone rings. Pause in your presentation until 
the party is back. Start back a few sentences or at 
the beginning of the page in your presentation so 
that you maintain continuity. 


“We know why you have come, we have talked it 
all over; give us a card and we will sign it now.” 
Do not give it to them before you have told the story. 
Tell them, “We have a visual presentation which re- 
lates to the story and work of our church and we 
would like to share it with you.” Or, “Some people 
make commitments without thinking through the 
spiritual implications of why and how a person should 
make a commitment. May we tell you about the 
program and also what the Bible teaches about 
Christian giving?” 


“Put me down for $50.00 for the year,” or “I'll 
give you a check right now and that will take care 
of the next year.” Say, “Thank you, but right now 
we are stressing the weekly commitment and our offer- 
ing which we bring with us every Sunday as we come 
to worship. We are suggesting to all of our members 
to give weekly and also to give proportionately as God 
blesses them.” If the party argues, don’t become in- 
volved in an argument. Swing the discussion into a 
positive presentation, not argument. 


“I don’t believe in pledging.” Pledging is really 
deciding, and God is asking us to decide for His work 
and the extension of the kingdom. It is the Chris- 
tian’s privilege and responsibility to decide for and 
with God. Not only that, we pledge all the time—at 
confirmation, at our wedding. The person even makes 
a commitment when he signs an application blank for 


employment or to have the telephone installed in 
his house, 





“T don’t believe in missions.” Actually, of course, 
the work of missions is the work of the Church. If a 
person doesn’t believe in missions he doesn’t believe 
in the primary work of the Christian community. 
When we speak of missions we think of it not only 
around the world but also locally. There is a big 
enough mission in every community to challenge 
everyone’s love for Christ and the furtherance of the 
Gospel. 


The pastor didn’t call or they don’t like something 
at the church, a general negativism toward some 
specific part of church work. This is answered by 
explaining that we give to God through the church 
and this is done on the basis of our personal rela- 
tionship with Jesus Christ and not because of any 
other factor. 


“The church is always asking for money.” ‘The 
church asks for more than money; it asks for you. 
God is interested in the total man. God wants a 
person’s entire life, his time, abilities and his posses- 
sions, for these are given to each person by God for 
the purpose of using them for God’s work and in 
accordance to His plans. 


“IT have too many obligations now.” ‘This is a 
matter of priority and an understanding of a com- 
mitment to Jesus Christ. Everybody has debts and 
everyone has obligations. Christian stewardship does 
not avoid the total responsibility of the person. It 
is involved with every facet of a person’s life. It is in 
the framework of all of our needs and all of our obli- 
gations that God asks us as Christian stewards to dis- 
tribute His gifts so that His work and kingdom may 
be furthered. This also involves the paying of our 
bills and the maintaining of our credit, but it does 
not exclude our responsibility for the work of His 
Church. 


LEAVING THE DOOR OPEN 


Never argue with the family. If for some reason 
they seem belligerent or negative about the work of 
the church, leave the door open so that you or some- 
one else can call back. Suggest that you get answers 
and bring them back if you do not have them now. 
Or you may want to suggest that perhaps the pastor 
can call and explain things to them much better than 
you can, or someone else on the Stewardship Commit- 
tee may be permitted to call and explain to them the 
things which are troubling them. 


CALLBACKS 


If no one is at home when you call, be sure to 
leave a note saying that you did call and that you 
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will get in touch with them. Never leave an “ab- 
sentee” call without leaving a note saying that you 
have been there. Sign your name and give your 
telephone number. 


If a family is at home, but is unable to see you, 
arrange to call back. 


The longer a person waits or procrastinates about 
the call backs the more difficult it becomes to call 
back, and more important, the easier it is for the 
person in the home to put you off and not make 
a commitment. 


REPORTING 


As soon as you have finished your calls report back 
to the church. Your captain or Visits Chairman and 
pastor will be there to take your reports and to share 
in your experiences. 


If, during your visiting, you feel that you would 
like to drop back to the church and ask questions 
about some particular phase of the visit before going 
to the next call, do not hesitate to do so. There is 
no reason why you cannot go back to the church for 
consultation between calls. 


WHAT NOW? 


As you finish your work there are several things 
which you can do. 


1. Evaluate your visits and suggest certain changes 
or improvements which will make the visit better 
next year. 


2. Remember the people that you called upon. Try 
to find them at church and give them particular 
attention. Continue your friendly relations with 
them so the call in the home was not just a duty 
done, but has continuing significance. 


g. Remember the people whom you have visited in 
your prayers. If you were made conscious of any 
problems in their lives, be sure to share these 
with pastor and remember that as you pray and 
perhaps call back in these homes you will have 
the opportunity to help them grow in their rela 
tionship with Jesus Christ. 


4. If you have found visiting a rewarding and sat- 
isfying experience, why not volunteer your serv- 
ices to the Visits Chairman for on-going visiting 
work during the year in the congregation. Each 
parish should have a small corps of well-trained 
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and dedicated visitors to call on new members 
and unresponsive members during the entire year.

As you no doubt are aware a rate change has been effective several 
weeks now which provides for a rate reduction in the actual cost of 
the insurance which is purchased by your body to protect the Church 
Building. The basic rate changed from approximately $16 a thousand 
to about $7 a thousand, 


The annual charge for the insurance program up until now has been 
approximately $177.00 a year, With the new rate change the annual 
premium will now be about $75.00 or approximately $100 less. 


The building is valued at approximately $200,000.Yet the insurance in 
force is only in the amount of $55,000, 


With the building value in mind I would recommend that the amount of 
insurance carried be substantially increased, The amount of insurance 
which would satisfy the co-insurance clause the annual charge would be 
about $290.00, This would provide an additional amount of insurance 
of $125,000.00, Along with the present insurance program of $55,000 
and the annual charge of about $75.00. This would raise the amount 


of insurance in force to $180,000.00 with an annual premium charge of 
$365.00 a year, 


The preceding paragraph I made reference to a coinsurance clause. This 
clause affects the policy in the following manners:
